YA tax is an eufarced eontribution
for the payment of public expenses. It
in Iotd by some rulo of apportionment
neeording to which the persons.or prop-
orty tnxed share thoe publie burden, and
whother taxntion operntos upon all
within the stute or upon thosy of u
given class or loeality, its essentinl na-
ture is the samo. The power of sogre-
gntion for taxing puarposos bas overy-
day illustration in the experiences of
lotal eommunities, the members of
which, by reason of their memberahip,
or the owners of property within the
bonnds of their pofitioal subdivisions,
are compelled to bear the burdens both
of the successes and of the failures of
local ndministration.
